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On a new S^Kcies of Monkey, 

the low temperature of tliosc elevated regions. The skull 
is generally larger than that of a female of P. schistacea. 
It is broader across the orbits, and tlie orbits themselves are 
mueh larger and the orbital ridges greatly arched ; the 
rostrum is broader at base, the palate is longer and its roof 
flatter ; the orbital ridge more prominent, and the dcpress on 
of the frontal beneath the ridge much greater, and the brain- 
case is broader. Unfortunately the posterior portion of the 
skull of F, schistacea is lacking and a eomparison posterior 
to the pterygoids cannot he made; the skull of P,lania 
indicates a larger animal, but it is impossible to say, with the 
imperfect materia] known at present, whether this is an 
individual trait or a specific character. 


XXXI. — Description of a new Species of Monkey of the 
Genus Cercopitliecus. By D. G. Elliot, D.Sc., E.R.S.E., 
&c. 


Cercopitliecus insignis, sp. n. 

Type locality, Congo Forest, West Africa. 

Gen, char. Fur long, loose, rather fluffy ; tail long ; colours 
bright. 

Colour, Broad brow-band, cheeks, and whiskers (the latter 
reaching to behind ears) yellow ; face blackish ; nose bluish 
white; lips covered with white hairs; top of head to nape, 
band across back at base of neck, shoulders, arms, hands, 
front of thighs from hips over knees, and feet black; entire 
upper parts from neck to tail, flanks, and under parts from 
throat to vent, and in]ier side of thighs dark orange; tail at 
base reddish brown, grading into black on apical lialf; chin 
and upper part of throat white. 

During a late visit to the Antwerp Zoological Gardens I saw 
this monkey, and recognized at once that it represented a 
new species, quite unlike any of the genus Cercopitliecus 
known. I then stated my opinion to M. L’Hoest, the 
Director, who, in the most generous spirit, requested me to 
describe it, and I regret very much that, on account of a 
Cercopitheens Vlwesti existing to-day, I am unable to name 
this fine species after him ; but I take this opportunity to 
thank him for the facilities given me to examine the fine 
series of Primates in the Gardens.
